A worse lot of raw material 
could not be imagined, yet the inferi- 
ority In the same lot of product was 
completely concealed the use of 
vinegar and spices. Benzoate has but 
little taste and no odor, and there- 
fore it cannot conceal inferiority.” 

CHITTENDEN'’S VIEW. 


Speaking of the results of the ex- 
periments, Dr. Russe H. Chittenden 
said that threectenths of a gram was 
administered daily to each subject dur- 
ing the two months’ period. In the 
month experiment each man received 
per day during the first week six- 
tenths of a gram, the second week one 
gram, the third week two grams, the 
fourth week four grams. 

“Surely this administration, when 
accompanied by a gain of body weight, 
and without loss of the power to di- 
gest and absorb the protein and fat 
of the daily food, must be taken as 
evidence that sodium benzoate in the 
doses administered is not seriously 
detrimental to health, oe said Dr. Chit- 


tenden. 

“From our only 
logical conclusion seems possible, visiz 
That benzoate in small and large doses 
up to four « s per day is without 

leterious effect upon the human sys- 
tem. 

“I believe the evidence warrants yp 
opinion that sodium benzoate is. 
more harmful than „ 
amounts ef common salt. Certainly 
huckleberries and cranberries, plums, 


prunes and other related fruits con- 


tain appreciable amounts of benzoate. 
In other words, the eating of a small 
quantity of huckleberries, raspber- 
ries or kindred berries is accompanied 
by the taking into the system of more 
nzoate than in the administration 
of three-tenths of a gram of sodium 
benzoate. In the light of our experi- 
ments it is difficult to see why ben- 
zoate in moderate amounts should be 
considered any more inimical to health 
than such a salt as sodium chloride.“

1 WELL-POISED TAFT. 

Mr. Taft has been President almost six 
months. More events have arisen in that short 
time to test his wisdom and tact than sometimes 
come in a whole Presidential term. 

The extraordinary session of Congress, called to 
revise the tariff schedules, was an event of the 
highest importance. Congress is always widely 
split on this subject, and this time there was radi- 
cal disagreement among the Republican members 
of the House and Both, sides, indeed mem- 
bers of all parties, called the President directly 
into the contention, and he came. Many other mat- 
ters of policy create division in the Republican 
ranks, and the President is dragged in to settle 
things. He is not disposed to trespass on the 
rights of Congress, but usually exerts his influence 
merely as a citizen or as a member of the Republi- 
can party. He cannot satisfy all sides in these con- 
flicts, but he is so woll poised, so tactful, reason- 
able and just that he leaves few if any wounds on 
any one whom he has to disappoint. 

He gives each matter that comes up due consid- 
eration and weighs it on its merits. The party at 
Chicago in June, 1908, wrote a platform and chose 
Mr. Taft to stand on it. On that declaration of 
principles the people voted him into office and gave 
him a Congress to support him. He naturally feels 
an obligation to carry out the principles on which 
the people voted for him, and to redeem the prom- 
ises made by the party. Among these pledges was 
one to establish savings banks under government 
control. The Times did not approve of this policy. 
It is novel in this country and therefore question- 
able. It is un-Republican and therefore liable to 
some suspicion. We think it is always dangerous 
for the gwernment to enter into competition with 
the people in conducting business enterprises. There 
may be occasions when this may be done, but the 
fewer the experiments the better for the 
for the government and for business.

JANNIBAL HAMLIN’ | ANNIV ERSARY. 
Commemoration of the birthdays of the men 
who have a large part in our national history may 
sometimes seem trite, but there is occasionally one 
whose memory deserves to be kept in the fondest 
remembrance and of whose loyal influence too much 
cannot be said. Such a man was Hannibal Hamiin 
of Maine, Vice President during the Civil War pe- 
riod, whose birth occurred a hundred years ago 
today. Nearly fifty years of his lifé were given 
to the service of his country, in the Congress, in 
the Senate, as Vice-President, and as Minister to 
Spain. Endowed with an intensely loyal nature, 
he foresaw the coming conflict between the North 
and South, and though he was opposed to the in- 
stitution of slavery as a moral wrong, he was op- 
posed to any action that was 
‘Constitution. Though a Democrat, this sénse of 
right led him to stand against the dominant power 
of his party and to become one of the foremost 
leaders in upbuilding the great new party founded 
on the proposition that freedom is national, slavery 
sectional, The keynote of his character and the 
firmness of his mental make-up were well revealed 
when President Pierce asked him to favor the re- 
peal of the Missouri compromise. “During the 
more then forty years that I have Jived, ” replied 
Mr. Hamlin, “I have doubtless made many mis- 
takes, but I haye never lost self-respect. I would 
do so were I to vote for the repeal of the Missouri 
compromise. It is needless to say more and I 
shall bid you good morning.” | 
No offer of patronage, no chance for financial 


| gain ever swerved him from a course he believed 


to be right. He was strong on every question that 
came up in Congress involving the moral integrity 
of the nation. He was a close friend of Chandler, 
Cameron and Wade, men whose names can never 
be omitted in any history of anti-slavery days. 
As Vice-President, Hannibal Hamlin was one of 
President Lincoln's closest friends and one whose 
advice and opinion were often sought by the mar- 
tyred President. The loyalty he felt for the Great 
Emancipator was often attested, but never more 
eloquently than at the 
birthday by the Republican Club of New York five 
months before his death, when he made a plea 
with the nation to make Abraham Lincoln's birth- 
day a holiday. For the life and influence of such 
a lover of his kind the whole wérid is better. Han- 
nibal Hamlin’s public integrity was never ques- 
tioned, and his private life was of unexampled pur- 
ity. He was a firm friend, a genial, democratic, 
brotherly co-worker, free from ignoble greed, a 
magnificent exemplar for the young men of today. 
No leaf will ever need be taken from those chap- 
ters of the nation’s history of which he bore a dom- 
inant part. The Military Order of the Loyal 
Legion, of which he was a companion, fitly ob- 
served his centennial, and it will be celebrated to- 
day in his native town of Paris, Me., and in other 
parts of the State. Many are the old Maine 
friends and associates who recall how successfully 
he met great responsibilities, how modestly he bore 
great honors, how well his perennial, long-tailed 
blue coat with brass buttons becarhe him—and that 
he never cheated in playing politics or his other 
favorite game of “high-low-jack.”
